AND  CRIPPLED 


HISTORY 

The  Hospital  of  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled 
I  now  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  I  first  opened  its  doors  in  May  of 
the  year  1863.  Since  then  it  has  served  the  public  continuously.  Originally 
housed  in  the  founder's  home  the  first  hospital  building  of  twenty-eight 
beds,  situated  at  97  Second  Avenue,  was  soon  outgrown  and  in  the  year 
1870  the  Institution  moved  to  a  new  building  located  on  the  corner  of 
Lexington  Avenue  and  Forty-second  Street  ( present  site  of  the  Hotel 
Commodore).  Dr.  James  Knight,  the  founder  and  "Resident  Physician 
and  Surgeon,"  served  faithfully  until  his  death  in  the  year  1887.  Dr. 
Virgil  P.  Gibney,  who  followed  him  as  "'Surgeon-in-Chief,"'  served  until 
1924.  During  these  thirty-seven  years,  the  Hospital  grew  from  an  Insti- 
tution that  merely  provided  for  the  care  of  incurable  cripples  into  one  of 
the  few  progressive  hospitals  in  the  United  States  for  the  treatment  of 
orthopedic  conditions.  Where  formerly  it  was  mainly  a  home  to  house 
children  suffering  from  surgical  tuberculosis  of  bones  and  joints,  or  with 
paralysis,  it  became  under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Gibney  an  active  unit  for 
the  development  of  reconstructive  surgery.  It  was  not  long  before  the 
reputation  of  its  surgeons  became  favorably  known  throughout  the  world. 

Many  new  types  of  operations  were  developed  in  this  Hospital  which 
were  planned  to  rehabilitate  those  who  formerly  would  have  remained 
crippled  the  rest  of  their  lives  and  a  burden  on  the  community. 

In  ihe  year  1912  remodeling  of  the  Grand  Central  Terminal  forced  the 
Hospital  to  move  to  a  new  building  just  east  of  Second  Avenue  on  42nd 
Street.  Here  for  forty-three  years  it  carried  on  its  work  for  humanity. 

During  these  years  the  clinical  facilities  were  greatlv  devehjped  in 
order  to  give  further  training  to  young  doctors.  This  called  for  expansion 
in  all  departments  of  the  Hospital;  including  clinics,  laboratories,  the 
x-ray  department,  facilities  for  physical  therapy,  and  a  medical  library 
yvas  established. 

The  teaching  facilities  for  training  of  young  surgeons  in  orthopedic 
surgery  were  steadily  improved  during  the  years  on  42nd  Street.  Today 
the  young  surgeon  on  completing  his  period  of  residency  is  well  prepared 
to  enter  his  chosen  field  of  surgery  with  every  chance  of  success.  The 
Arthritis  Service  has,  since  194.5,  developed  a  curriculum  of  teaching  very 
similar  to  that  found  in  the  Orthopedic  Service,  whereby  young  [)liysi- 
cians  are  well  trained  in  this  newly  deyelo|jed  phase  of  medicine. 

In  May  1955  the  Hospital  moved  for  the  fourth  time.  This  yvas  a  result 
of  an  agreement  entered  into  with  the  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital, 
for  a  j)roximatc  afriliatioti  between  these  two  institutions.  A  new  nine 
story  building  was  erected  at  535  East  7()th  Street  on  the  East  River  Drive. 
The  Hospital  continues  to  maintain  its  identity,  and  independence,  (sub- 
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jt  (  t  l<>  liiiiitf  .l  (iiialifu  alioiis  I .  It  is  governed  by  its  ow  n  Board  of  Maiia- 
ijcrs  ami  coiilrols  its  own  finances.  It  re})reseiits  tlie  services  iti  orthopedic 
and  rlu'uniatic  diseases  of  New  ^  ork  Hospital  Cornell  Medical  Center. 

As  one  of  the  princi|)al  reasons  for  moving  to  70th  Street  was  in  order 
to  become  more  closely  identified  with  a  great  center  of  teaching  and 
research,  there  have  been,  since  the  move,  strides  in  developing  a  wider 
program  of  teaching  and  research  in  both  orthopedics  and  the  crippling 
diseases.  A  new  building  is  now  being  erected  on  the  propertx  at  the 
corner  of  71st  Street  and  Kast  River  Drive  directly  across  the  street  from 
the  Hospital.  This  addition  is  to  be  use<l  almost  exclusivel)  for  research 
in  the  fields  of  orthopedics  and  crippling  diseases.  The  funds  for  its 
construction  and  for  the  research  programs  to  be  carried  on  there  have 
been  made  possible  by  generous  gifts  from  the  estates  of  Alfred  H. 
Caspary.  Helen  H.  Bicknell,  \^'illiam  Robertson  Coe.  United  States  Health 
Services  Research  Facilities  and  other  friends  of  the  Hospital.  It  is  to  be 
known  as  the  Caspary  Research  Building. 

In  1955  the  Board  of  Managers  applied  to  and  obtained  from  the  New 
York  State  Education  Department  approval  for  a  School  of  Practical 
Nursing.  The  graduates  of  this  School  receive  diplomas  as  licensed  prac- 
tical nurses  and  are  helping  to  fill  a  great  need  for  trained  personnel  in 
this  important  branch  of  the  nursing  profession.

The  principal  item  of  expense  is,  of  course,  salaries  and  wages.  The 
payroll  for  1957  was  $1,545,912.51;  as  against  $1,290,657.20  five  years 
ago.  Another  comparison  of  more  interest  has  to  do  with  polio.  In  1952 
we  took  care  of  forty-two  such  patients;  in  1957  the  total  was  six  of 
whom  onl)  four  were  new  cases. 

Although  we  did  not  break  ground  for  the  new  Caspary  Research 
Building,  we  did  complete  the  plans  in  1957:  and  construction  started 
early  in  1958.  This  building  will  be  on  the  southerly  half  of  the  property 
which  we  own  between  71st  and  72nd  Streets  on  the  East  River  Drive  and 
to  the  East  of  the  plottage  of  some  25.173  square  feet  of  which  we 
acquired  control  in  1956. 

Our  friends  were  generous  to  us  in  1957.  U  ere  it  not  for  the  1954 
statute  requiring  the  written  consent  of  donors  for  publication  of  their 
names,  we  would  name  names  in  expressing  thanks  to  those  who  helped  us 
this  year.  \^  e  are  exceedingly  grateful  to  them.  It  is  becoming  increasingly 
apparent  that  we  are  indeed  dependent  upon  the  generosity  of  men  and 
women  with  faith  in  our  Hospital. 

There  were  no  changes  in  the  Board  of  Managers.  I  am  most  apprecia- 
tive of  the  Board  s  counsel  and  service.  My  corporate  and  personal  thanks 
go  also  to  the  professional  and  administrative  personnel  who  make  the 
wheels  of  the  Hospital  turn.

The  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  is  the  Orthopedic  Service  for  the 
New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  and  as  the  old  Hospital  for 
the  Ruptured  and  Crippled  was  the  first  Orthopedic  Hospital  in  America 
this  is  still  the  major  activity  of  our  Hospital.

It  is  my  sad  duty  to  report  that  Dr.  Torres  developed  an  incurable 
kidney  ailment  during  his  time  of  service  as  a  fellow.  He  was  one  of  our 
finest  foreign  fellows  and  he  and  his  familv  were  most  grateful  for  the 
excellent  care  given  by  our  hospital  with  the  close  cooperation  of  the 
specialists  in  this  field  from  New  \  ork  Hospital. 

I  must  also  report  the  deaths  of  Dr.  Henry  Durniing.  Consultant  in 
Ophthalmology  and  Dr.  C.  Wadsworth  Schwartz,  Consultant  in  Radiol- 
ogy and  Dr.  Samuel  Kleinberg.  Consultant  in  Orthopedic  Surgerv.  Dr. 
Kleinberg  had  served  the  old  Hospital  under  Drs.  Gibney  and  Royal 

hitman  from  1910  to  19.S4  as  an  Attending  Surgeon  and  as  a  Con- 
-nltaiit  since  l9.'-5 1. 

Undergraduate  Teaching 

One  lecture  a  week  in  Orthopedics  is  given  to  the  third  year  students 
in  Cornell  Medical  School  by  one  of  our  attending  surgeons.  A  group 
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of  eio;lit  or  ten  of  these  students  receive  instruction  and  examine  patients 
in  each  of  the  regular  afternoon  Orthopedic  (Clinics.  Special  U  ard 
Rounds  for  these  students  are  arranged  from  time  to  time. 

Nurses  Teaching 

The  collegiate  nurses  from  the  Cornell-New  York  HosjMtal  Nursing 
Service  spend  four  weeks  at  our  Hospital  for  Orthopedic  nursing  train- 
ing. Nurses  from  Flower  Fifth  Avenue  Hospital  now  also  s|)end  four 
weeks  in  Orthopedic  nursing. 

The  Practical  Nursing  School  which  was  started  by  this  Hospital  in  1955 
has  not  expanded  but  has  become  a  stable  part  of  our  Hospital  program. 
Two  instead  of  three  classes  were  graduated  during  1957  and  these  fourth 
and  fifth  classes  totalling  28.  have  provided  our  Hospital  and  the  Center 
with  nursing  care  that  could  not  have  been  obtained  in  any  other  way. 
These  nursing  education  activities  have  been  developed  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Miss  Dean  Smith.  R.N..  Assistant  Director  of  Nursing.  Nursing 
Education. 

In  October  1957  the  nursing  department  suffered  a  great  loss  when 
Miss  Ann  Roberts,  clinical  supervisor,  died  of  leukemia. 

Medical  Publicity 

Besides  the  numerous  papers  presented  or  published  liy  the  medical 
staff,  several  outstanding  exhibits  were  prepared  and  shown  at  medical 
meetings. 

Congenital  absence  of  the  fibula  by  Drs.  Thompson.  Straub  and  Arnold 
was  shown  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Academy  of  Ortho- 
pedic Surgeons  in  (Chicago  in  January. 

Osteoid  Osteoma  b\  Drs.  Freiberger.  Thompson.  Helpern  and  Loitman 
was  shown  at  The  Radiological  Society  of  North  America  where  it  v\on 
a  Certificate  of  Merit.  In  1958  it  will  be  shown  at  the  Cornell  Alumni 
Meeting  at  the  American  Roentgen  Ray  Society. 

Neurofibromatosis  by  Drs.  Cobb.  P.  D.  Wilson.  Jr..  Roux.  and  Velis- 
kakis  was  prepared  during  1957  with  a  grant  from  the  Orthopedic 
Research  Foundation  and  shown  at  the  American  Academ\  of  Orlho- 
|)e(lic  Surgery  at  the  \Xaldorf  in  Jaiuiar\  1958.  Later  at  the  Alumni 
Reunion  Meeting  of  Cornell  Medical  School  it  was  given  the  blue  ribbon. 

Department  of  Rheumatic  Diseases 

Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Hichard  H.  Freyberg  the  activities  are 
coordinated  b\  the  staff  in  the  Rheumatic  Disease  ("linics  and  the  hos- 
pital service.  In  llie  four  morning  clinics,  consultation  and  medical  care 
is  provided  by  fourteen  stafT  plnsiciaris  and  three  clinical  fellows.  Staff 
Conferences  arc  held  in  conricrt ion  with  each  clinic  and  students  of  the 
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{.oiiu'll  L'liivt'isih  Mt'dical  (College  receive  iiislnictional  ('\ercis(>s  in 
tlu-se  clinic  com! creiices.  The  iii-j)atienl  service  in  rlicuiiialic  diseases  lias 
t;ra(hiall\  jirowii  to  a  census  averaging  12  to  15  patients:  an  average  of 
1()  to  20  private  rlieiimalic  disease  patients  are  also  attended  by  the  liouse 
pliysieians.  Besides  the  regular  daily  visits  by  the  attending  staff,  teach- 
ing rounds  for  the  resident  staff  are  made  twice  weekly.  Two  clinical 
trainees  in  rheumatic  diseases  are  supported  by  a  special  training  grant 
provided  by  the  l'.  S.  Public  Health  Service.  A  (llinical  Fellow  is  sup- 
ported b\  the  hospital  Education  and  Hesearch  Department  and  a  He- 
search  Fellow  is  supported  by  a  grant-in-aid  from  the  Public  Health 
Service.  Added  comforts  and  increased  [)rofessioiial  care  for  patients 
have  been  made  possible  by  generous  grants  from  the  New  York  Chapter 
of  the  Arthritis  and  Rheumatism  Foundation  and  from  the  Emily  Griggs 
Funds. 

Kesearch  has  continued  and  increased  in  both  clinical  and  laboratory 
investigational  programs.  In  the  laborator\.  a  variety  of  studies  of  the 
rheumatoid  factor,  the  L-E  phenomenon,  and  other  investigations  chiefly 
imniuno-chemical  iti  nature  have  been  pursued,  some  to  completion  with 
reports  presented  at  scientific  meetings,  and  published.  The  character  of 
the  protein  in  plasma  responsible  for  the  rheumatoid  phenomena  has 
been  partially  clarified  by  these  studies.  A  variety  of  clinical  investiga- 
tions have  been  conducted;  results  of  research  have  been  presented  this 
year  by  the  staff  at  five  different  meetings  of  rheumatism  societies,  includ- 
ing the  Ninth  International  (Congress  on  Rheumatic  Diseases.  The  gener- 
ous support  of  the  Public  Health  Service  and  anonymous  donors  con- 
tinue to  make  possible  this  research  j)rogram. 

Dr.  Guy  Germain.  Dr.  Joseph  Pahlow  and  Dr.  Francois  Forestier  were 
Research  Fellows  on  the  Rheumatic  Disease  Service  during  the  year. 

Special  Services 

The  statistics  for  the  fracture  service  will  not  be  appended  as  this 
service  is  housed  in  the  New  York  Hospital.  However,  the  staff  is  com- 
posed of  attending  surgeons  from  both  hospitals  and  two  residents  from 
Special  Surgery  are  on  duty  there  at  all  times.  During  1957  there  were 
520  admissions  and  401  operations  on  lliis  service.  An  additional  761 
patients  were  treated  on  an  ambulatory  basis. 

It  is  impossible  to  present  in  detail  the  work  done  by  the  ancillary 
services  which  are  so  essential.  The  work  of  the  X-ray  Department,  the 
Department  of  Physical  Medicine,  including  Occupational  Therapy,  the 
(finical  Laboratories  and  the  Brace  Shop  show  only  in  the  list  of  stastis- 
tics.  Other  active  services  such  as  the  Record  Room  and  Medical  Library 
do  not  show  at  all.  In  November.  Dr.  Anna  Kara  was  appointed  Director 
of  Physical  Medicine.  Dr.  Olav  Austlid  was  retained  as  Associate  Director. 
Special  Clinics  in  Neuromuscular  Diagnosis  under  Dr.  Moldaver  and 
Multiple  Sclerosis  under  Dr.  Wainerdi  provide  care  for  badly  crippled 
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patients  who  though  not  strictly  orthopedic  or  rheumatoid,  need  the  type 
of  facilities  available  at  Special  Surgery. 

The  anesthesia  department  headed  by  Dr.  Charles  Burstein  and  all  of 
the  operating  room  and  recovery  room  personnel  have  contributed  greatly 
to  the  safe  and  efficient  care  of  our  patients. 

These,  and  in  fact  all  of  the  entire  loyal  hospital  staff  and  employees 
have  been  responsible  for  the  continued  success  of  the  hospital  during 
its  second  full  year  at  the  new  location. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  hospital  census  had  dropped  markedly. 
This  was  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  during  1956  and  1957  we  were  not 
receiving  large  numbers  of  acute  and  subacute  polio  patients  requiring 
months  of  careful  care.  At  about  the  same  time  the  bed  capacity  had  been 
increased  from  165  to  192  by  completing  the  fifth  floor.  During  the  year 
all  the  activities  were  increased  so  that  the  hospital  was  again  operating 
to  capacity.  This  meant  that  we  were  treating  more  patients,  performing 
more  operations  and  in  all  ways  carrying  out  our  fixed  purpose  to  care 
for  the  ruptured  and  crippled. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  and  that  of  the  medical  stafT  to  the  Board 
of  Managers,  the  employees,  and  the  friends  of  the  Hospital  who  are  so 
helpful  in  maintaining  this  fine  esprit-de-corps.

Laboratories 

A  new  laboratory  of  biochemistry  for  Mineral  Metabolism  was 
equipped  during  the  year  and  additional  space  was  provided  for  storage 
and  preparation  of  radio-active  isotopes  and  also  for  the  installation  of 
various  types  of  counting  equipment  including  one  scintillation  counter 
with  automatic  timing  and  recording  attachments. 

All  available  space  in  the  Hospital  Laboratories  has  now  been  occu- 
pied and  there  no  longer  remains  any  opportunity  of  installing  addi- 
tional laboratories  until  new  space  becomes  available. 

Equipment 

As  is  always  the  case  with  iiewl\  de\elo|jed  Research  Laboratories  the 
purchase  of  new  and  required  scientific  apparatus  constituted  a  heavy 
burden  of  expenditure.  During  the  year  we  sj)ent  S64.687.72  for  ecjuip- 
nieiit  including  the  outfitting  of  two  nev\  laboratories. 

Alfred  Caspary  Research  Building 

(-onsiderable  planning  was  carried  on  in  1956  in  collaboration  with 
Rogers  &  Butler,  the  Hospital  Architects,  with  regards  to  the  new  Re- 
search Fiuilding.  As  announced  in  our  report  of  last  year,  the  Society  for 
the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  &  Oippled  owns  a  plot  of  land  115  feet  wide 
directly  to  the  north  of  the  present  hos|)ital  building,  extending  through 
to  72nd  .Street  from  71st  Street  and  fronting  on  the  Last  River  which 
constitutes  an  ideal  building  site.  It  is  |)ro|)osed  to  construct  the  Researcli 
Building  on  the  southern  half  of  this  |)lot  and  to  connect  it  with  the 
Hospital  by  a  bridge  over  7  I  si  Street  and  entering  through  the  present 
laboratory  wing. 
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In  iiif[)ariiij;  [)l;iii>  for  this  iicu  hiiililiiia  it  soon  liccamc  a|i|)arcnl  llial 
(lie  initial  lu-st  t'j;';  ol  S I  1.000  lor  const rnclion  Irorn  the  Alfred 
('aspary  Fund  would  he  insiillic  it-nt  and  that  additional  liinds  would  have 
to  he  sought.  An  apidication  was  made  to  the  National  Health  Institutes 
for  a  grant  for  the  construction  of  a  Health  Hesearcli  Facility  and  this 
resulted  in  an  award  of  $300,000  towards  construction  and  SUkOOO 
towards  equi})ment.  Efforts  were  then  directed  towards  the  two-fold 
objective  of  reducing  the  cost  of  the  building  and  of  raising  additional 
funds  to  |)a\  for  it. 

1}\  intensive  redesign  and  reduction  of  our  initial  re(|uirenicnts.  we 
have  arrived  at  a  building  w  hich  we  believe  will  be  satisfactor\ .  It  will 
provide  two  basement  lloors  for  the  parking  of  automobiles  and  five 
floors  entirely  for  Research.  There  is  no  provision  for  any  hospitalization 
of  patients  in  this  building.  Only  three  floors  will  be  fully  equipped  in 
the  beginning  and  the  other  two  will  be  reserved  for  future  expansion 
when  re(]uired.  The  foundations  will  be  snHicienlly  strong  to  su})port  two 
additional  floors  whenever  they  are  needed.  Flevator  and  other  service 
facilities  sullicient  to  provide  for  seven  floors  will  be  installed  so  that 
the  addition  of  other  floors  should  not  be  a  great  expense. 

The  cost  of  this  building  will  be  approximately  two  and  one  half 
million  dollars.  In  addition  to  the  one  million  eight  hundred  and  forty-six 
thousand  dollars  of  which  we  have  previously  been  assured,  we  now 
have  a  promise  of  an  additional  gift  of  $350,000  which  leaves  a  deficit 
of  approximately  $350,000.  We  hope  to  raise  this  amount  by  contribu- 
tion, but  if  necessary,  can  fall  back  on  some  capital  funds  which  were 
given  either  for  construction  or  for  income.  Institutional  funds  for  in- 
come purpose  are  very  necessary  and  we  hope  we  may  be  able  to  con- 
serve them. 

We  are  hoping  that  construction  of  the  new  building  may  begin  early 
in  1958  and  will  look  forward  to  its  completion  and  occupation  in  1959. 

Research  Investigations 

Since  the  organization  of  a  separate  Research  Department  in  1955 
various  members  of  the  Medical  and  Research  Staff  have  applied  for 
and  received  formal  ap})roval  from  the  Education  Research  (Committee 
for  thirty-six  Research  Projects.  Of  these,  thirteen  have  been  completed, 
sixteen  are  continuing,  one  has  been  cancelled  and  three  deferred.  In 
addition  to  these  projects,  we  have  enrolled  four  investigators  with  inter- 
est in  different  fields  of  basic  medical  science  and  have  been  supporting 
the  work  being  carried  on  in  their  laboratories.  The  cost  of  much  of  the 
work  in  the  laboratories  for  rheumatic  diseases  has  been  ])a\d  by  grants 
from  the  National  Institute  for  Arthritis  and  Metabolic  Diseases;  The 
New  York  Chapter  of  the  Arthritis  and  Rheumatism  Foundation,  and 
other  benefactors,  but  the  remainder  has  been  borne  by  our  institutional 
funds.

"Study  of  the  Metabolic  Changes  Occurring  in  the  Human  Body 
Following  Injury  (Surgical  or  Accidental)  to  the  Bones  and 
Joints  as  Shown  by  the  Alteration  of  Chemical  Components 
Excreted  in  the  Urine  ' 

This  is  a  basic  study  which  has  been  in  progress  for  nearly  six  years 
and  a  number  of  papers  have  been  published  and  others  are  in  prepara- 
tion. The  method  used  is  chemical  analysis  of  various  unknow  n  substances 
found  in  the  residue  of  urine  obtained  after  multiple  extractions.  The 
analysis  depends  upon  spectro-photometric  studies  using  both  ultra- 
violet and  infra-red  recording  spectrophotometers  and  then  applying  all 
known  methods  to  separate  and  identify  the  unknown  fractions.  The 
regularity  of  the  shifting  pattern  of  the  appearance  and  disappearance 
of  these  substances  before  and  after  operative  trauma  is  the  point  of 
interest  as  indicating  the  reaction  of  the  body  to  stress.  One  of  these 
fractions  has  been  identified  as  trigonoline.  The  pattern  of  the  excretion 
of  Hippuric  acid  is  also  being  investigated.  Efforts  are  now  being  made 
to  identify  a  substance  which  has  been  observed  to  absorb  at  a  wave 
length  of  270  and  which  exhibits  a  constantly  recurring  pattern  following 
operative  procedure. 

Edgar  Tonna,  Ph.D. — Laboratory  of  Histo-Cyto-Chemistry 

''Study  of  the  Cellular  Activity  of  the  Periosteum  with  relation 
to  Bone  Repair  in  the  periods  of  Growth,  Maturity  and  Aging" 

This  study  using  histo-cyto-chemical  techniques  in  rats  of  various  ages 
with  and  without  injury  of  the  bones  has  proceeded  for  more  than  eighteen 
months  and  valuable  information  has  been  obtained.  Two  papers  have 
been  published.  Studies  of  the  mitochondria  in  the  osteoblasts  of  the 
periosteum  and  their  relation  to  cellular  activity  and  osteogenesis  are 
now  being  made  while  in  collaboration  with  Hrookhaven  National  Lab- 
oratory, the  localization  and  distribution  oi  tlie  radio-active  isotope  S  35 
in  the  periosteum  of  rats  of  difTereiit  age  is  l)eing  investigated. 

Felix  Hronner.  Ph.IX — Laboratory  of  Mineral  Metabolism 

The  work  in  this  laboratory  is  focused  on  mineral  nielabolism  in  gen- 
eral but  with  special  emphasis  on  calcium.  One  |)r()ject  now  under  way 
studies  under  variable  and  controlled  conditions  in  rats  the  sj)ecific  effect 
of  the  [)arathyroid  hormone  on  calcium  rnelabolism.  In  a  related  experi- 
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iiu'lital  inojfct  Ix'ini;  canicd  on  in  doiis  in  follahoralioii  with  Dr.  l)a\ id 
Tlioinpson  of  Neu  ^  ork  llos|)ilal.  llie  inelliods  l>y  which  tlic  ki(hi('\ 
liaiulles  the  excretion  ol  ealciiiin  I  rom  the  hlood  stream  is  he\n<i  studied. 
Measiireineiit  of  radio-active  isotopes  of  calcium  and  strontium  are  prov- 
ing useful  tools  in  these  studies.  An  additional  project  still  in  the  planning 
stage  involves  the  study  of  calcium  metabolism  in  patients  with  Scoliosis 
and  others  suffering  from  various  types  of  osteoporosis  utilizing  the 
same  radio-active  isotopes.

These  experiments  have  heen  going  forward  in  spite  of  dilliculties  en- 
countered in  breeding  rabbits  in  captivity  which  have  slowed  the  pro- 
duction of  material  suitable  for  use  in  the  experiment.  Early  results  have 
been  encouraging  but  it  seems  probable  that  this  project  will  have  to 
continue  for  some  time  before  it  can  be  brought  to  any  conclusion.  It  is 
now  planned  to  test  the  viability  of  the  transplants  of  homologous  embry- 
onic cartilage  by  the  use  of  radio-active  isotopes  using  a  techniipie  of 
radio  autographs.

'''Comprehensive  Follow-U p  Study  of  I'atienis  who  hare  Under- 
gone Bone  Fractures  and  Other  Skeletal  Injuries  with  Relation 
to  Teaching  and  Improved  Methods  of  Treatment" 

Doctors  Wade  and  Patterson  with  the  assistance  of  Doctors  Paul  W. 
Braunstein,  Rolla  D.  Campbell,  Jr.,  Howard  Balensweig  and  members 
of  the  Resident  Staff,  have  continued  to  extend  the  study  of  the  trauma 
patient.  The  number  of  patients  admitted  to  the  hospital  for  study  was 
520.  of  which  220  were  service  cases.  The  number  of  ambulatory  patients 
treated  was  761. 

For  the  purpose  of  research  a  system  of  making  and  filing  5x7  trans- 
parencies of  all  x-rays  of  every  patient  in  envelope  carriers  with  a  resume 
of  the  chart  has  been  installed.  This  has  proved  very  satisfactory,  par- 
ticularly in  the  study  of  groups  of  cases  for  teaching  and  for  publication. 
A  late  follow-up  clinic  is  held  every  week  and  x-rays  are  made  for  the 
purpose  of  recording  late  results. 

All  of  these  clinical  records  were  used  in  the  seconrl  aimual  Post- 
Graduate  (!()urse  on  Trauma  under  the  auspices  of  tiie  (Cornell  University 
Medical  College  which  was  attended  by  69  surgeotis.  A  total  of  51  teach- 
ing sessions  were  given  over  a  period  ol  five  and  a  half  days.

"Investigations  in  the  Field  of  Cerebral  Palsy" 

Three  studies  have  been  carried  on  during  the  last  year. 

1.  The  study  of  the  effects  of  lVIe])rohamate  in  patients  with  cerebral 
palsy  has  been  completed  with  negative  results.  The  report  was  submitted 
to  the  journal.  Pediatrics,  for  publication  and  is  to  appear  soon. 

2.  A  report  has  been  prepared  of  the  analysis  of  data  obtained  from 
the  records  of  500  patients  with  cerebral  palsy,  who  have  been  studied 
for  many  years.  An  attempt  was  made  to  correlate  the  prognosis  given 
in  each  case  after  the  initial  examination  with  the  result  obtained  after 
prolonged  follow-up  study.  The  rei)ort  is  given  in  considerable  detail 
and  probably  will  eventually  appear  in  the  form  of  a  monograph. 

3.  An  analysis  is  being  made  of  the  available  data  on  all  patients  seen 
in  the  cerebral  palsy  clinic.  The  information  is  being  coded  and  trans- 
ferred to  McBee  sorting  cards.  Standard  record  forms  are  being  used  so 
that  information  is  being  accumulated  on  all  matters  related  to  the 
patients  and  their  diseases.  This  material  will  be  of  great  value  when 
future  studies  are  undertaken,  to  answer  different  questions  that  may 
be  raised.

I'lio  filort  lu'ie  lias  been  rtxiceiitrated  on  tlie  poif ormaiice  of  certain 
surgical  procedures  on  the  spines  of  young  rabbits  for  the  purpose  of 
influencing  growth  over  a  prolonged  period.  ire  markers  are  placed  in 
tlie  vertebra  and  the  growth  of  tlic  spine  is  observed  by  x-ray.  It  appears 
Iroin  |)reliniinary  results  thai  more  growth  occurs  at  the  caudal  end  of 
the  vertebra  than  from  the  cranial  end.  Main  diiricnltics  have  been  en- 
countered in  the  work  and  these  have  dchncd  i)rogrcss.  The  experiment 
is  being  continued.

"Problems  in  the  Rehabilitation  of  Patients  ivitli  Arthrogrypo-

This  is  a  study  of  patients  with  Arthrogryposis  Congenita  Multiplex 
who  have  been  followed  over  a  period  of  many  years  and  has  the  objective 
of  showing  the  extent  of  rehabilitation  achieved  and  the  various  j)ro- 
cedures  that  had  to  be  used  and  the  methods  that  had  to  be  followed  in 
order  to  attain  that  result.  Since  the  condition  is  relatively  rare,  it  has 
been  necessary  to  obtain  the  collaboration  of  the  Bureau  of  Handicapped 
Children  of  the  New  York  Department  of  Health  in  using  their  material 
to  augment  that  obtained  from  the  Record  Rooms  of  the  New  York  Hos- 
pital and  of  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery.  Sufficient  material  has 
now  been  obtained  for  analysis  and  the  report  is  now  in  the  final  stage 
of  drafting.

"Artlirochalarosa" 

This  was  the  re|)ort  of  a  condition  that  had  not  previously  been  de- 
scribed occurring  in  children  and  adults  and  characterized  by  laxity  of 
the  joint  ligaments  and  hypermobility  and  instability  of  the  joints.  Recur- 
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ring  dislocation  of  llie  hips  and  of  other  joints  were  studied.  The  obser- 
vations in  a  considerable  number  of  patients  were  gathered  together  and 
presented  with  photographs  and  x-rays  in  a  paper  that  was  submitted  to 
the  Journal  of  Bone  &  Joint  Surgery,  for  publication.

"Congenital  Absence  of  the  Fibula" 

This  work  presented  the  results  of  a  stud\  of  .'^1  instances  of  congenital 
absence  of  the  fibula  in  25  patients.  Various  deformities  of  the  foot  and 
leg  were  invariably  present  in  this  condition,  consisting  chiefly  of  anterior 
or  medial  bowing  of  the  tibia,  equino-valgus  deformity  of  the  foot  and 
absence  of  the  fifth  metatarsal  and  toe.  Attention  was  called  to  the  com- 
mon occurrence  of  a  tight  band  of  fibrous  tissue  extending  downwards 
from  the  upper  tibia  and  occupying  the  position  of  the  absent  fibula  with 
its  lower  end  fixed  to  the  postero-lateral  surface  of  the  calcaneus  or  heel 
bone.  Surgical  removal  of  this  band  allowed  correction  of  the  foot 
deformity  and  was  generally  followed  b)  gradual  straightening  of  the 
tibia  with  continued  growth.  In  all  cases,  however,  there  occurred  a 
serious  discrepancy  in  leg  length  with  shortening  of  five  inches  or  more. 
The  authors  thought  that  the  best  solution  of  this  problem  was  to  use  an 
elevated  shoe  or  patten  until  complete  closure  of  the  lower  tibial  epiphysis 
was  obtained  and  then  to  perform  a  S\  me  amputation.  This  permitted  the 
fitting  of  an  artificial  leg  with  comfortable  end  bearing,  correct  appear- 
ance and  correction  of  shortening. 

The  material  was  presented  as  a  scientific  exhibit  at  the  meeting  of  the 
American  Academy  of  Orthopaedic  Surgeons  in  Januar).  1957;  a  paper 
was  also  pre.sented  on  the  scientific  program  at  the  same  meeting  and 
later  published  in  the  Journal  of  Bone  &  Joint  Surgery.

Tills  was  a  sliul)  ol  a  jiioiip  of  patients  with  evidence  of  Neiirofihro- 
niatosis  (lienien  tumors  composed  of  nerve  and  (ihroiis  tissue  I .  wlio  also 
liad  Scoliosis.  It  was  shown  that  in  these  ca.ses  the  curvature  exhibited 
a  characteristic  pattern  which  permitted  the  diagnosis  of  Neurohhro- 
matosis  to  be  made  from  study  of  the  x-rays  and  that  there  was  probably 
a  causal  relationship.  It  was  also  shown  that  the  degree  of  curvature 
increased  rapidly  and  that  surgical  treatment  b\  s|)inal  fusion  was  gen- 
erally required. 

An  exhibit  of  this  work  will  be  prc|)ared  for  the  meeting  of  the  Amer- 
ican Acadenn  of  Orthopaedic  Surgeons  and  a  paper  will  be  prepared 
for  jjublication.

"Osteoid  Osteoma^ 

This  stud)  reports  the  experience  accumulated  in  80  cases  of  Osteoid 
Osteoma  w  here  the  diagnosis  w  as  confirmed  bv  pathological  stud\ .  This 
is  a  small  lienign  growth  which  has  been  found  to  occur  in  every  Iione 
of  the  skeleton  except  the  skull.  It  has  been  classified  as  a  benign  tumor 
but  there  is  still  controversy  about  its  nature  and  cause. 

In  the  present  study  the  investigators  have  tried  to  correlate  the  prin- 
cipal points  necessary  for  its  diagnosis  from  the  standpoint  of  history, 
clinical  examination  and  x-ra\  findings.  These  observations  have  been 
incorporated  into  an  exhibit  whicli  was  shown  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Radiological  Societ)  of  North  America  in  (Chicago  where  it  v\as  awarded 
a  certificate  of  merit.  It  will  also  be  shown  at  some  other  meetings  in 
1958.  A  paper  is  being  prepared  for  |)ubl ication  sometime  in  1958.

"Multiple  Epiphyseal  Dysplasia" 

This  is  a  rare  form  of  disturljance  of  the  epiphyseal  grow  th  centers  of 
the  long  bones  which  seems  to  be  of  congenital  origin.  The  present  paper 
records  a  well  documented  case  in  an  adolescent  boy.  It  was  possible  to 
trace  back  and  demonstrate  the  same  condition  in  five  members  of  the 
same  famiK  in  three  different  generations.  It  seemed  important  to  put 
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this  case  on  record  and  a  report  was  written  and  sent  into  Radiology  for 
publication.

"Chemical  Osteosynthesis  of  Bone'' 

This  experiment  has  as  an  objective  the  use  of  a  newly  reported  non- 
acrylic  resin,  polyurethane  foam,  in  the  fixation  of  fractures  in  animals. 
Problems  of  sterilization  and  mixing  the  resin  to  obtain  a  predetermined 
setting  or  hardening  time  have  been  encountered.  These  point  up  the 
imperfections  of  the  material  for  clinical  trial  until  these  and  other  prob- 
lems have  been  solved.

Ralph  Heimer.  Ph.D. — Laboratory  of  Biochemical  Studies  of 
Rheumatic  Diseases 

The  work  of  this  laboratory  is  being  directed  towards  seeking  a  more 
intimate  knowledge  of  characteristics  of  the  abnormal  blood  proteins 
found  in  individuals  with  rheumatoid  arthritis  with  the  hope  that  this 
may  lead  to  an  understanding  of  the  causes  of  this  poorly  understood 
disease. 

Blood  of  such  patients  contains  material  which  can  react  with  treated 
sheep  red  cells  and  can  also  combine  with  altered  human  gamma  globulin. 
The  chemical  and  immunological  nature,  the  amount  of  material,  and  the 
distribution  of  this  or  other  abnormal  protein  in  other  diffuse  connective 
tissue  diseases  is  being  studied. 

The  nature  of  interaction  of  this  material  with  sensitized  sheep  cells 
was  studied.  The  limitation  of  this  test  has  been  described  along  with 
an  explanation  of  some  of  the  incongruous  findings  of  other  workers  in 
the  field.  The  rej)ort  of  these  findings  has  been  submitted  for  publication. 

An  understanding  of  this  mechanism  led  to  the  isolation  of  nearly  pure 
material  by  means  of  a  chemical  reversal  of  the  sensitized  sheep  cell 
reaction.  At  least  three  different  types  of  blood  protein,  characteristic 
of  rheumatoid  arthritis,  are  now  being  isolated  in  this  laboratory. 

The  material  was  found  to  be  no  more  than  0.]%  of  the  total  protein 
content  of  particle  free  blood.  Using  a  chemical  degradation  method 
followed  by  an  analysis  of  the  molecular  weight  of  the  resulting  degrada- 
tion product,  its  overall  structure  was  shown  to  be  identical  to  that  of 
some  unusual  antibodies,  and  of  some  j)atho!ogical.  heavy  molecular 
weight  gamma  globulins.  (Accepted  for  publication  in  Clinica  Chemica

Tliis  study  inchided  a  survey  of  various  agents  inchiding  cortico- 
steroids, quinaliiie  derivatives  and  relaxin.  A  report  was  prepared  and 
presented  at  the  Scientific  Session  of  the  International  (Congress  on 
Hheumatic  Diseases  hehl  at  Toronto,  ('anada.  June.  1957.

16-56-R  "Critical  Study  oj  the  Incidence  oj  Peptic  Ulcer  in  a  Series  oj 
Patients  with  Rheumatoid  Arthritis  Treated  with  Cortico- 
steroids and  a  Control  Series  oj  Patients  without  this  Therapy" 

This  study  was  carried  out  with  complete  gastro-intestinal  x-ray  exami- 
nations. The  results  of  the  study  in  patients  treated  by  Cortico-steroids 
showed  a  relatively  high  incidence  of  peptic  ulcer  and  it  was  then  con- 
sidered necessary  to  repeat  the  study  with  an  equal  number  of  controls 
who  had  not  been  similarly  treated.  The  results  of  the  first  study  were 
presented  in  a  j)reliminary  maimer  at  the  Congress  of  the  International 
Society  on  Rheumatic  Diseases  in  June,  1957.  The  results  of  the  study  of 
the  Control  Series  are  now  being  evaluated  and  correlated  with  the  series 
of  Treated  Cases  and  a  report  embodying  the  final  conclusions  is  being 
prepared  for  scientific  presentation.

"Long  Term  Follow-Up  Study  oj  Patients  with  Rheumatoid 
Arthritis" 

This  project  has  required  extensive  investigation  of  patients'  charts 
combined  with  intensive  follow-up  service  to  collect  the  case  material  that 
meets  the  specifications  of  the  study.  Progress  has  necessarily  been  slow. 
Patients  are  being  brought  in  for  re-examination  and  various  laboratory 
determinations  on  a  regular  schedule.  Another  six  months  will  probably 
be  required  to  complete  the  follow-up  of  the  200  selected  patients.

"Study  oj  Diffuse  Connective  Tissue  Diseases  based  upon  Case

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This  study  comprised  a  survey  of  more  extensive  material  relating  to 
this  group  of  illnesses  than  has  ever  before  been  collected.  It  included  100 
patient  records  of  systemic  lupus  erythematosus;  35.  of  dermatomyositis ; 
30,  of  polyarteritis;  and  30.  of  progressive  systemic  sclerosis  (  generalized 
scleroderma  ) .  A  report  is  being  prepared  in  which  the  clinical  features  of 
each  diseases,  the  pathologic  characteristics  and  the  course  of  the  illnesses 
are  correlated  with  the  hope  that  results  will  lead  to  better  diagnosis  and 
management  of  these  illnesses.

"Long  Term  Follow-up  Studies  of  the  Effects  of  Treatment  by 
Prednisone  and  Gold  Salts  on  the  Course  of  Rheumatoid  Ar- 
thritis'^ 

This  represents  another  long  term  study  of  patients  with  rheumatoid 
arthritis  with  a  view  to  determining  the  extent  to  which  the  course  of  their 
disease  has  been  modified  over  an  extended  period  of  time  by  treatment 
either  with  gold  salts  or  with  certain  of  the  corticosteroids.  In  the  last  six 
months  650  clinical  charts  have  been  reviewed.  200  patients  have  been 
requested  to  return  for  examination,  and  45  have  been  examined.  It  is 
anticipated  that  this  phase  of  the  work  will  be  concluded  in  the  next  three 
months  and  thereafter  all  effort  will  be  concentrated  on  the  task  of  ana- 
lyzing the  information  obtained  from  clinical  examination,  x-ray  and 
laboratory  studies.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR 


Nineteen  Hundred  and  Fifty-seven  was  for  us  something  of  a  paradox. 
If  you  recall,  we  had  closed  out  1956  on  a  somewhat  "chill  note  ".  There 
was  a  declining  trend  in  the  utilization  of  our  hospital  s  facilities  due  to 
the  effectiveness  of  the  polio  innoculation  program.  At  the  same  time, 
there  was  also  in  the  ofTing  an  increase  in  our  total  bed  capacity.  This 
materialized  in  mid-January  when  we  opened  up  twenty-four  additional 
beds  on  our  previously  unfinished  fifth  floor. 

Paradoxically,  however,  as  it  turned  out  1957  with  its  50.847  patient 
days  of  care  administered  a  quantitative  drubbing  to  1956.  which  had  only 
48.786  such  days.  To  be  sure,  the  downward  trend  in  polio  cases  continued. 
There  were  only  3.856  polio  days  in  1957  as  compared  to  7.156  such  days 
in  1956.  But  this  drop  was  offset  by  an  increase  in  both  our  Rheumatic 
Diseases  Service  and  our  Orthopedic  Service.  The  Rheumatic  Diseases 
Service  had  7.595  patient  days  in  1957  as  against  6.667  in  1956:  the 
Orthopedic  Service  43.252  days  in  1957  as  compared  to  42.119  in  1956. 

The  Joint  Commission  on  Accreditation  of  Hospitals  inspected  and  ap- 
proved our  hospital  for  a  period  of  three  years,  or  until  a  subsequent 
survey  is  conducted.  It  was  the  first  visit  of  the  Commission  since  our 
removal  to  the  new  hospital :  their  last  visit  dates  back  to  1953. 

Another  event  of  importance  was  the  five  year  approval  of  the  curricu- 
lum of  the  School  of  Practical  Nursing  by  the  State  Education  Department. 

In  May.  the  personnel  and  staff  of  the  hospital  produced  a  second 
annual  variety  show.  This  has  developed  into  one  of  the  highlights  of  our 
social  activities  as  has  the  annual  R.  &  C.  Ball.  The  Ball,  our  seventh,  was 
held  in  mid-November  in  the  Colonnades  Room  at  the  Essex  House  and 
took  place  on  Alumni  Day.  e  were  happy  that  many  who  returned  for 
this  event  attended  the  dance. 

The  Society  received  from  the  National  Institutes  of  Health  a  grant-in- 
aid  in  the  amount  of  .13(K).0()().  towards  the  construction  of  the  (^aspary 
Research  Building. 

In  accordance  uitli  a  plan  to  develop  the  Caspary  Lodge  as  a  vacation 
retreat  for  our  staff,  a  swiming  pool  was  constructed  and  ground  work  for 
a  tennis  court  is  underway.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  NURSING 


Nursing  Service 

At  the  risk  of  sounding  slightly  paranoid,  the  picture  of  the  nursing 
service  was  rather  bleak  for  the  year  of  1957.  Like  all  others,  we  have 
felt  a  nurse  shortage.  Actually,  the  shortage  has  been  in  the  professional 
nurse  category  since  we  have  increased  the  percentage  of  practical  nurses 
and  decreased  the  percentage  of  nurses*  aides.  Even  so.  the  need  for  well- 
qualified  registered  nurses,  particularly  on  the  evening  shift,  remained 
as  acute  at  the  end  of  the  year  as  at  the  beginning. 

To  assist  in  the  remedy  of  this  situation,  there  were  two  general  salar\ 
increases  given  during  the  \ear  which  brought  our  salary  scale  up  to  that 
recommended  by  the  local  district  of  the  American  Nurses  Association. 
Also,  the  hours  of  duty  were  changed  to  assist  in  transportation  problems. 
Even  so.  we  have  not  been  very  successful.  In  the  metropolitan  area,  it 
appears  that  housing  and  parking  facilities  must  be  added  to  above- 
average  salaries  in  order  to  attract  nurses.  Also,  for  many  years,  it  has 
been  the  accepted  practice  at  this  hospital  not  to  rotate  shifts,  and  it 
is  the  unusual  person  who  prefers  to  work  evenings  or  nights. 

The  following  table  shows  the  numbers  and  percentages  of  nursing 
personnel  caring  for  in-patients.  Those  people  in  administration,  nursing 
education,  the  central  sterile  supply,  operating  room  and  out-patient 
department  have  been  included  from  these  figures.

Nursing  Education 

The  entire  hospital  was  deeply  saddened  at  the  death,  on  October  9. 
1957.  of  Miss  Ann  Roberts,  one  of  the  members  of  the  Nursing  Education 
Department.  A  graduate  of  RadclifTe  and  the  .Massachu.setts  General 
Hospital.  Miss  Roberts  contributed  greatlx  to  nursing  education  in  the 
short  two  years  of  her  employment  here. 

During  1957.  we  were  carrving  on  five  different  educational  programs. 
The  practical  nurse  school  continued  very  successfully  with  53  students 
graduating.  All  of  those  graduating  in  the  first  two  classes  of  the  year 
not  only  [)assed  ifieir  Slate  Board  Examinations  with  no  failures,  but  all. 
excej)t  two.  received  grades  of  'cHY  i  or  over. 

\^  e  continued  the  affiliation  w  ith  the  New  York  Hospital-f^ornell  I  ni- 
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versit)  Scliool  of  Niirsiii';  which  hcjjan  in  1 'JSO.  The  ( ^orin'l I  pt-oph' seeiii 
|)h\isi>(l  with  the  experience  their  sliidetils  are  receiviiif;  in  h)nf.'-term 
illness  as  were  the  accreditors  from  the  INalional  I-ea<jiie  for  Nursing 
who  surveyed  the  sdiool  in  November. 

In  Sej)temlier.  anotlier  alFdialion  was  initialed,  this  time  w  ith  the  .'^year. 
dif)loma  projiram  students  in  the  Khnvcr-Fifth  Avenue  Hosjtital.  School 
of  Nursinji.  The  home  school,  the  students  and  our  own  personnel  are 
most  happy  with  this  1-week  program  in  orthopedic  nursing. 

Another  educational  innovation  last  July  was  a  I-week  field  experi- 
ence for  a  group  of  eight  students  who  were  candidates  for  Masters" 
degrees  at  Teachers"  (College,  (iolumhia  University.  The  Teachers"  Col- 
lege faculty  was  so  pleased  with  the  experience  that  we  have  been 
requested  to  rei)eal  the  program  another  year. 

The  value  of  all  of  these  formal  programs  has  been  immeasurably 
enhanced  by  the  sincere  and  untiring  interest  of  our  doctors.  They  have 
given  innumerable  hours  of  their  time,  not  onl)  in  formal  classroom 
instruction,  but  also  informall)  in  the  clinics.  |)atient  unit  and  operating 
rooms.  V(  e  are  grateful  to  them  all  as  we  are  to  the  Social  .Service  depart- 
ment and  to  Physical  Medicine  who  have  enriched  and  Inoadened  our 
nursing  education. 

The  in-service  education  program  flourished  more  than  in  previous 
years.  Intensive  instruction  was  given  by  the  practical  nurse  instructors 
and  was  planned  so  that  all  three  shifts  could  take  advantage  of  the 
classes  and  demonstrations.  The  non-professional  group,  especially,  was 
greatly  benefited,  and  the  increased  morale  of  those  on  night  duty  was 
quite  amazing. 

During  the  past  year,  ten  of  our  professional  nurses,  some  assisted  by 
Ford  Foundation  monies,  have  taken  courses,  attended  institutes,  or  par- 
ticipated in  intensive  workshops.  Two  of  our  practical  nurse  graduates 
are  in  professional  nursing  schools,  and  one  more  has  been  accepted  for 
entrance  next  year. 

The  effect  of  a  good  educatiotial  program  is  rather  difficult  to  measure. 
W  e  do  feel  that  we  have  been  of  service  in  training  good  practical  nurses 
and  in  contributing  to  the  education  of  professional  nurses.  And  it  is  our 
fond  hope  that  some  of  the  students'  enthusiasm  and  ingenuous  sincerity 
will  rub  off  on  the  rest  of  us.

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REPORT  OF  CHAIRMAN 


THE  WOMEN'S  AUXILIARY 

Although  doctors  have  learned  how  to  make  a  person  live  longer  and 
like  it  and  researchers  are  constantly  finding  cures  for  the  incurable, 
statistics  indicate  that  one  out  of  every  three  families  will  have  to  pay  a 
hospital  hill  in  the  next  year.  Therefore,  the  duty  of  the  Auxiliary  remains 
unchanged,  the  application  of  the  duty,  however,  must  be  in  keeping  with 
the  ever  changing  demands. 

The  newly  formed  Social  Service  Committee  met  for  the  first  time  in 
January  1957.  The  members,  Mesdames:  Alkers.  Debevoise,  Schuck. 
Winslow.  Mrs.  Robert  Patterson.  Chairman,  and  Mrs.  Newcomb  Cole. 
Secretary,  hold  regular  monthly  meetings. 

The  object  of  the  committee  is  to  be  well  informed  of  the  functioning 
of  the  Social  Service  Department  in  the  Hospital,  to  advise  with  the 
Director  on  matters  of  policy,  to  profer  aid  to  the  department  whenever 
needed  and  to  speak  for  it  to  the  U  omen's  Auxiliary. 

During  the  Spring.  Mrs.  Debevoise  and  Mrs.  Cole  assisted  with  the 
annual  camp  placement  problems,  efficiently  handling  routine  matters 
that  are  most  time  consuming  for  the  staff.  The  committee,  with  some 
volunteer  help  as  receptionists  during  the  afternoon  clinics,  assists  the 
staff,  reassures  the  patients  and  saves  them  unnecessary  delay. 

Since  the  current  trend  is  to  keep  hospital  beds  for  the  very  ill  and 
patients  in  need  of  operations,  the  committee  has  been  making  a  surve\ 
of  Nursing  Homes,  the  intermediate  stop  between  hospital  and  home, 
needed  by  some  patients. 

In  the  Patients'  Library  for  example.  Patty  Pairfield  and  the  Bobsie 
Twins  are  as  outmoded  as  Elsie  Dinsmore  and  the  Nixon  Boys  have  joined 
little  f^ollo  in  retirement.  Popular  Science.  Popular  Mechanics,  technical 
treatises  and  science  fiction  have  caused  much  "weeding"  and  shifting 
on  the  library  shelves.  The  hush  hush  and  dust  atmos|)here  of  the  old 
Library  has  been  replaced  with  gay  introductions  to  the  allied  arts,  three 
exhibitions  in  all  their  modern  expressiveness  have  graced  the  floors, 
walls  and  tables  thus  sponsoring  new  interests  and  encouraging  old  ones. 
Indeed  so  attractive  is  this  little  corner  of  the  hos|)ital  that  some  very 
special  visitors  have  been  entertained  here  for  lunch. 

Clocks  still  count  21  hours  a  day  and  a  patient  who  tires  of  reading 
may  exercise  creative  talents  at  the  Occupational  Therapy  Department. 
New  forms  for  jewelry,  new  designs  for  looms,  bedside  sewing,  knitting, 
leather  work  and  building  and  decorating  on  a  small  scale  follow  the 
modern  trend.  Each  year  a  doll  house  is  created  and  completely  furnished. 
This  year's  salt  box  served  at  the  United  Hospital  Fund  as  a  model  and 
was  one  of  the  chief  attractions  at  the  Occupational  Therapy's  Clirisltiias 
sale.  In  this  connection  a  vole  of  thanks  to  Mrs.  Heuter.  (ihairman  of  the 
Occupational  Therapy  (iommillee.  for  her  unselfish  devotion  to  the 
department  and  for  spending  (luaiitities  of  lime  at  H.S.S.  To  llic  other

Vie  paraphrase  part  of  Miss  Doris  Nichols'  Occupational  Therapy  re- 
port. Director  of  the  Occupational  Therapy  Departnieiit.  The  statistics 
for  the  year  19S7  show  that  172  patients  received  2.509  treatments.  2.007 
functional  treatments  were  fiiveii  to  1  14  [)atients.  982  to  out-patients. 
1.025  to  in-patients.  28  patients  received  562  diversional  treatments. 

These  figures  show  a  great  reduction  over  those  of  last  year.  This 
decrease  is  due  to  the  fact  that  we  have  far  fewer  polio  patients.  Polio 
patients  require  daily  Occupational  Therapy  treatments.  When  one  thera- 
pist resigned  in  August,  we  did  not  consider  it  necessary  to  fill  the  vacancy 
immediateh  ;  the  three  remaining  therai)ists  would  he  able  to  handle  the 
department,  atid  have  indi\  iduall)  given  approximatel)  the  same  iiumher 
of  functional  treatments  as  in  jjrevious  years.  The  number  of  diversional 
treatments  has  been  increased  since  there  was  more  time  to  devote  to  this 
type  of  work. 

Five  students  were  trained,  one  from  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  two 
from  New  York  University  and  two  from  the  Boston  School  of  Occupa- 
tional Therapy. 

In  June  Miss  Nichols  attended  a  two  day  conference  of  Directors  of 
Occupational  Tlierap)  l)ej)artments  of  Hos|)itals  in  which  the  students 
of  the  Boston  School  of  Occupational  Therapy  affiliate. 

Since  an  Auxiliary  is  often  referred  to  as  a  body,  it  follows  that  the 
Volunteer  Department  should  be  called  the  heart  of  this  body,  for  here 
it  is  that  the  current  of  good  will  (i.e.  volunteers)  is  channeled  to  meet 
the  latest  need.  At  the  Atlantic  (^ity  Conference  of  the  Associated  Hospital 
Association  we  learned  that  a  hospital  offers  54  job  opportunities  to  the 
trained  and  paid  worker.  Our  Volunteer  Department  supplements  27  of 
these  positions.  In  1957.  196  volunteers  gave  21,058  hours,  almost  10% 
more  time  than  in  1956  and  the  greatest  annual  gift  of  free  time  to  this 
Hospital  since  World  War  II. 

Volunteers  are  not  always  seen  in  uniform.  This  year  upon  the  insist- 
ance  of  Dr.  Helen  Harrington.  Pediatrician,  and  after  a  discussion  with 
Social  Service,  the  Nursing  and  Volunteer  Departments,  it  was  decided 
to  establish  a  group  of  proxy  parents.  These  volunteers  would  call  on 
children  who  otherwise  would  be  without  visitors,  play  games  with  them 
and  amuse  them. 

A  Volunteer  Committee,  with  Mrs.  Philip  D.  Wilson.  Chairman.  Mrs. 
Norma  Wurzberger.  Mr.  Arthur  M.  Aibinder,  Mrs.  \^'illis  Phillips.  Mrs. 
Edward  F.  Mc(^abe.  has  been  formed  in  order  lo  exchange  ideas  and 
permit  a  closer  contact  with  evening  volunteers  and  their  |)r()blems. 

Some  of  the  children  and  many  adults  have  indicated  tliat  they  needed 
language  training.  French  lessons  for  Regents  requirements,  Sj)anish  and 
Italian  patients  who  wished  English  lessons  have  all  been  of  special  inter- 
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est  to  Mrs.  Robert  Peck.  Extra  Tutoring  in  Math  was  given  by  Mrs.  Grace 
Dennis.  Both  of  these  ladies  assist  P.S.  401  and  are  qualified  to  do  so 
since  they  have  not  only  diplomas,  but  experiences  in  schools.  So  the 
volunteer  plays  a  role  in  teaching  recent  arrivals  to  understand  their  new 
surroundings  and  become  better  citizens  of  the  United  States. 

The  Annual  Tea  to  honor  Volunteers  was  held  on  April  9th.  Mrs. 
Thomas  C.  Fogarty.  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Travellers 
Aid  Society,  was  the  guest  speaker. 

Present  on  the  dais  were:  Mrs.  \^  alter  D.  Fletcher.  Vice-President  of 
the  Board  of  Managers.  Mr.  Robert  Gibney.  son  of  Dr.  Virgil  P.  Gibney 
(famous  Sugeon-in-Chief  of  H.S.S..  of  yesteryear  I.  Dr.  T.  Campbell 
Thompson.  Surgeon-in-Chief,  Mrs.  Philip  D.  Wilson,  Chairman  of  Volun- 
teers. Mrs.  Edward  F.  McCabe,  Director  of  Volunteers;  Mrs.  M.  Henry 
Hoepli,  Auxiliary  Chairman,  presided. 

Mrs.  Fletcher  and  Mrs.  \^  ilson  distributed  to  34  volunteers:  nine  pins 
(  150  hours  or  morel,  nineteen  red  bars  1600  or  more  hours  I.  five  white 
bars  ( 1.000  plus  hours  I .  and  one  blue  bar  (  2.000  hours  I .

A  new  patient  we  have  learned  is  usually  anxious,  a  stranger  in  the 
hos|)ital  world  and  and  fearful  of  treatments  the  doctor  will  or  will  not 
order.  Thus  a  friendly  greeting  combined  with  a  cup  of  cofi^ee  or  tea  often 
relieves  the  tension  of  a  patient  waiting  to  be  received  in  clinic — the 
children  too  are  less  fretful  if  offered  a  cup  of  milk.  During  the  fourteen 
o|)erating  months  since  the  coffee  cart  (presented  by  the  Gift  Shop  I 
began  its  clinic  rounds,  over  6.500  cu|)s  of  liijuid  have  been  served — 75% 
coffee  and  25' >  milk  and  tea.  The  carl  does  not  function  in  July.  August 
and  Se[)tember.

This  year  the  Auxiliary  became  actively  interested  in  the  Multiple 
Sclerosis  Clinic,  a  (Hinic  which  is  financed  by  the  National  Multiple 
Sclerosis  Society.  Mrs.  Harold  Schwartz,  who  is  cotmected  with  the  New 
York  Chapter  and  who  is  also  Chairman  of  the  Nearly  New  Shop.  802 
Ninth  Avenue,  spoke  to  the  Auxiliary  on  the  occasion  of  their  May  1st 
meeting.  Mrs.  Schwartz  informed  us  that  a  large  part  of  the  financial 
assistance  rendered  to  our  hospital  was  earned  b)  the  Nearl)  New  and 
re(|uested  that  our  committee  collect  rununage.  Two  collections  were 
made,  one  in  June  and  the  second  in  November  and  over  .SI. 000  was 
credited  lo  our  efTort. 

In  order  to  be  better  informed  on  current  hospital  projects,  the  Auxil- 
iary invited  the  Volunteers  to  their  November  meeting,  when  Dr.  Philip 
D.  W  ilson.  Sugeon-in-Chief  Emeritus  and  Director  of  Kcsearch  at  H.S.S.. 
outlined  accomplishments  and  projected  research  studies  giving  a  clear 
picture  of  the  Foundation's  future  plans. 

In  December.  Dr.  Harold  R.  Wainerdi.  Chief  of  the  Multiple  Sclerosis 
Clinic,  explained  Multiple  Sclerosis,  giving  a  clearer  picture  of  the  dread 
disease  and  the  problems  presented  both  to  the  patients  and  the  doctor. 

Three  new  members  were  proposed  b)  the  membership  committee  and 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Managers.  We  welcome  Mrs.  Walter  Fried. 
Mrs.  John  Avery  Pruyn  and  Mrs.  James  M.  Morton-Smith. 

The  Auxiliary  has  been  a  member  of  the  American  Hospital  Associa- 
tion for  several  years,  and  sent  this  year  a  representative  to  the  Atlantic 
City  Conference.  Also  to  the  Hartford  Institute  sponsored  by  the  Associa- 
tion in  November.  A  report  on  the  first  was  printed  in  the  Record  & 
Chronicle,  November  1957.  The  second  report  was  mailed  to  members  of 
the  Auxiliary  and  to  the  president  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

The  Auxiliary  has  always  worked  closely  with  the  United  Hos|)ital 
Fund  and  this  year  our  number  one  Representative  there  was  Mrs.  W  alter 
D.  Fletcher.  Chairman  of  the  Manhattan  and  Bronx  Division  for  LIniled 
Hospital  Fund  Ainuial  Campaign;  Mrs.  M.  Henry  Hoepli  .serves  on  the 
Committee  for  Hos|)ital  Auxiliaries,  Mrs.  Philip  1).  Wilson  on  the  (Com- 
mittee of  Hos|)ital  Volunteers.  Mrs.  David  Renter  in  the  ()ccu|)ational 
Therap\  Committee.  Since  these  respective  ('ommillees  are  usually  lim- 
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ited  to  fifteen  members  and  there  are  some  eighty-two  participating  hos- 
[)itals.  we  are  indeed  proud  to  have  been  incUided  in  so  man)  of  the  F  und's 
Committees. 

The  Annual  Campaign  of  the  United  Hospital  Fund  proved  to  be  a 
success  since  we  were  al)le  to  put  ourselves  in  line  for  "Direct  Benefits." 
(The  schedule  for  determining  direct  benefits  is  formulated  by  the  United 
Hospital  Fund.)  However,  without  wishing  to  becloud  the  issue,  suffice 
it  to  say  that  the  Auxiliary  raised  $12,843  and  $2,500.  as  a  special  grant 
in  aid:  from  receipts  from  Charitable  Organizations  and  individuals. 
$5,864.05. 

The  report  of  tlie  Treasurer  is  attached.  These  achie\ements  are  notable 
in  that  the)  represent  efforts  of  the  entire  group  under  the  able  leadership 
of  Mrs.  John  H.  Reynolds  and  Mrs.  Robert  P.  Debevoise  who  graciously 
agreed  to  handle  box  week  for  Mrs.  Fried  who  was  unable  to  carry  on. 
In  this  instance  we  wish  to  thank  Mrs.  Debevoise  and  the  eighty  valiants 
who  shook  cans  at  Radio  Cit)  Music  Hall,  and  to  again  express  our  sincere 
thanks  to  the  management  of  Radio  City  Music  Hall  for  the  gracious 
permission  to  solicit  on  their  premises. 

In  closing.  I  wish  to  thank  each  officer  of  the  Auxiliary.  Standing  Chair- 
man and  Committee  Members  as  well  as  the  Board  of  Managers,  the 
Administration  and  the  Staff  for  the  opportunity  of  working  with  you. 
and  to  offer  my  sincerest  thanks  to  all  for  the  help  and  cooperation 
afforded  me.

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REPORT  OF  THE 


ALKER  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY-AVERELL  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 
FOR  CHILDEN 

At  ihe  close  of  the  year  1957  the  Alker  Memorial  Library  (including 
the  Averell  Memorial  Library  I  consists  of  approximately  5.600  books. 
Of  these  about  one  fifth  are  for  children  and  a  smaller  number  are  foreign 
language  books,  including  Fench.  Spanish.  Italian.  German.  Greek. 
Danish.  Dutch.  Jewish  and  Hebrew.  Norwegian.  Portuguese.  Sv\  edish  and 
Russian.  Spanish  is  most  widely  circulated  in  the  latter  group,  due  to 
numerous  patients  from  South  America  and  employees  from  Puerto  Rico. 

A  group  of  Modern  Library  books  is  now  part  of  our  permanent  col- 
lection— purchased  by  the  Alice  Guernsey  Osborne  Memorial  Fund — 
and  has  had  good  circulation.  The  Fund  also  made  possible  the  purchase 
of  a  dictionary  stand  and  bookcase. 

Our  ten  capable  and  dependable  volunteers  have  been  working  through- 
out the  year  ably  assisted  by  Miss  Yerkes.  and  by  Miss  Doll)  Hepburn 
during  Miss  Yerkes"  four  month  leave  of  absence.  The  chairman.  Mrs. 
Bannerman.  was  away  for  six  months  due  to  illness,  but  the  co-chairman. 
Mrs.  \^  atkins.  did  a  superb  job  in  taking  charge  for  this  period. 

More  than  the  usual  gifts  of  books  have  come  our  way  in  this  year,  and 
our  two  day  book  sale  of  duplicate  copies  or  unwanted  books  supple- 
mented our  income  for  the  purchase  of  new  books  in  both  libraries. 

Early  in  the  year  two  exhibitions  of  paintings  were  displayed  in  the 
Library — the  work  of  Harold  Idell  and  of  Josepli  Neri.  Much  enthusiasm 
greeted  these  show  ings  and  it  is  planned  to  have  further  exhibits  in  1958. 
These  shows  with  their  attendant  publicity  helped  to  overcome  our  "dead 
end"  location  so  we  feel  that  now  nearly  everyone  knows  where  we  are 
and  what  we  do  and  if  the\  cotitinuc  to  ignore  Room  'M)]  it's  probal)ly 
because  they  can  t  read!

In  general,  this  Committee  has  constituted  a  group  within  the  Women's 
Auxiliary,  well  informed  and  interested  in  the  total  functioning  of  the 
Social  Ser\  ice  Department  and  in  the  Department  s  role  as  an  integral  and 
im|>()rtant  part  of  the  liospital.  S|)ecificall\ .  the  (Committee  has  develo|)ed 
three  outstanding  volunteer  service  projects  for  the  Social  Service  Depart- 
ment: 1 .  Inspection  and  evaluation  of  nursing  homes  in  the  Metropolitan 
Area.  This  has  resulted  in  detailed  and  helpful  information  for  the  stafT  in 
arrangiiig  convalescent  care  for  patients  ready  for  discharge  from  the 
hospital.  2.  Acting  as  receptionists  in  the  Social  Service  Department's 
waiting  room  during  the  afternoon  clinics.  Being  greeted  and  directed  by 
a  gracious  receptionist  is  reassuring  to  clinic  patients  when  they  come  to 
the  Social  Service  Department  looking  for  assistance  with  their  problems. 
3.  Assisting  with  plans  for  summer  camping.  This  activity  has  included 
the  completion  of  camping  applications,  management  of  special  health 
clinics  for  camp  examinations  and  finally  .serving  luncheon  to  and  making 
last  minute  checks  on  the  children  departing  for  camp.  Mrs.  Cole  and 
Mrs.  Debevoise  are  the  (Committee's  camp  experts. 

The  Staff 

The  early  part  of  19.57  was  a  period  of  staff  changes  and  staff  shortage 
including  both  social  workers  and  secretaries.  Miss  Frances  Engeman  and 
Mrs.  Ethel  Stein  both  of  whom  had  accepted  temporary  appointments  on 
our  staff  in  the  fall  of  1956  resigned  in  March.  Mrs.  Marilyn  Green  was 
given  responsil)ility  for  the  social  work  re(juired  in  connection  with  the 
Scoliosis  Clinic  and  with  the  hos|)italized  s|)ine  fusion  |)atients.  Joyce 
Rudenko  who  had  served  as  the  (Case  Aide  in  the  Polio  (Clinics  resigned  in 
Ma\  and  was  replaced  shortly  thereafter  by  Margaret  Austin,  a  recent 
graduate  of  Wesleyan  (College.  Miss  Austin  came  highly  recommended  by 
Miss  Logotheton,  former  Director  of  the  Nursing  Department  of  the 
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Hospital  for  Special  Surgery.  Mrs.  Leona  Lyons,  the  social  worker  in  the 
Cerebral  Palsy  Clinic,  resigned  in  September  1957  to  accept  a  position  in 
the  school  of  Social  \^  ork  at  Adelphi  College.  Long  Island.  \^  e  were 
fortunate  in  filling  this  vacancy  quite  promptly  in  view  of  the  general 
shortage  of  experienced  medical  social  workers.  Annabelle  Patiky,  B.A., 
Hofstra  College,  and  M.S.S.,  New  York  School  of  Social  Work.  Columbia 
University,  started  her  work  as  chief  social  worker  in  the  Cerebral  Palsy 
Clinic  the  first  week  of  November.  Eleanor  Jeffery  tendered  her  resigna- 
tion in  the  early  fall  because  she  wished  some  experience  in  a  family 
agency.  Mrs.  Stein  returned  to  the  Department  and  replaced  Miss  Jeffery 
as  the  Childrens'  \^  ard  worker  until  the  end  of  November  when  Miss  Joan 
Alstedter,  M.S.S..  New  York  University,  took  over  this  position.  Mrs.  Stein 
is  presently  assigned  to  the  position  of  social  worker  for  the  Adult  Ortho- 
pedic Clinics. 

The  personnel  of  the  Social  Service  Department  is  very  grateful  to  the 
Board  of  Managers  and  to  the  Administration  for  their  approval  of  our 
request  for  an  increase  in  our  salary  schedule,  which  brings  our  Social 
Service  salaries  in  line  with  those  paid  by  other  hospitals  in  New  York 
City  whose  standards  are  comparable  to  those  of  the  Hospital  for  Special 
Surgery.  This  increase  has  enabled  us  to  keep  our  experienced  workers 
and  in  cases  of  resignation  has  made  it  easier  to  secure  desirable  new 
staff  members.  We  are  happy  to  announce  that  the  end  of  1957  found  us 
with  a  complete  staff  of  ten  social  workers,  two  case  aides  and  six 
secretaries. 

Staff  Education 

Three  of  our  staff  members,  Mrs.  Harley,  Miss  Austin  and  Miss 
Doneghy  matriculated  during  1957  for  courses  at  the  New  York  School 
of  Social  \^  ork.  Columliia  University.  They  took  these  courses  on  their 
own  time  and  at  their  own  expense.  Because  of  the  participation  of  our 
Department  in  the  field  work  supervision  of  graduate  students  from  the 
New  York  School,  we  were  able  to  secure  one  half  rate  tuition  fees  for 
our  staff  members. 

Two  other  staff  members  are  in  the  jjrocess  of  psyclioanal) sis  not  be- 
cause of  any  emotional  difficulties  of  their  own  but  l)ecause  psycho- 
analysis is  an  accepted  educational  method  for  social  workers  who  are 
interested  in  a  better  underslanding  of  the  emotional  problems  oi  their 
patients. 

Mrs.  (Carrie  Harley.  who  is  the  social  worker  for  the  Multiple  Sclerosis 
Clinic,  represented  our  Department  at  the  National  Conference  of  Social 

orkers  which  was  held  in  Philadel|)hia  during  the  week  of  May  19th. 
Dr.  Vtainerdi  generously  met  the  expenses  of  ihe  (Conference  from  his 
iVIultipIc  Sclerosis  fund. 

Regular  staff  meetings  are  held  the  first  and  third  .Monda\  afternoons 
of  each  month  except  during  tlie  summer  vacation  peri(j(ls.  The  programs 
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[or  the  >lal1  riuH'lin,i;s  iiicliidr  case  piesc^ntation.  discussion  of  dcpail- 
iiUMilal  policies,  reports  1)\  tlie  slafT  of  conferences  or  meetings  wliicli 
liave  been  attended  on  de|)arlrnental  time  and  an  occasional  guest  speaker. 
The  guest  speaker  is  usually  a  re[)resentative  from  some  other  community 
agency  whose  resources  we  find  helpful.  The  program  for  staff  confer- 
ences is  platnied  by  a  Committee  on  Agenda  for  StafT  Meetings  which  has 
beeti  chaired  this  year  by  Miss  Margaret  Hoby. 

Teaching  Projects 

In  the  fall  of  l')57  the  Social  Service  Department  was  asked  by  the 
Nursing  Department  to  cooj)erale  with  the  training  of  student  mirses 
assigned  to  Special  Surgery  from  the  Flower  Fifth  Avenue  Hospital  for 
experience  in  the  nursing  care  of  orthopedic  patients.  \^'ith  each  group  of 
four  students  the  Director  of  Social  Service  has  had  a  conference,  dis- 
cussing the  functions  of  the  medical  social  workers  in  the  care  of  long 
term  jiatients. 

StafT  members  of  the  Department  have  cooperated  w  ith  Dr.  V(  illard. 
Director  of  Hehabilitation.  in  the  rehabilitation  conferences  scheduled  for 
twice  each  month.  At  each  conference  the  social  worker  who  knows  the 
patient  under  discussion  has  presented  a  social  summary  and  has  ])ar- 
ticipated  in  the  |)lans  relative  to  rehabilitation. 

During  the  first  half  of  1957  Miss  Lynn  Foley,  a  graduate  student  from 
the  New  York  School  of  Social  Work.  Columbia  University,  and  Miss 
Grace  Auer  from  the  Fordham  University  School  of  Social  Work  were 
assigned  to  our  Department  for  supervised  field  work,  which  is  a  require- 
ment for  a  Masters  Degree  in  Social  \^  ork.  Mrs.  Harley  and  Mrs.  Mande- 
ville  were  the  respective  supervisors.  \^  e  had  anticipated  having  two 
more  graduate  students  in  the  second  half  of  the  year  but  were  disap- 
pointed in  this  because  of  the  shortage  of  second  year  students  interested 
in  an  experience  in  medical  social  work.  Since  our  Hospital  is  highly 
specialized  we  are  considered  a  proper  placement  for  second  year  stu- 
dents but  not  for  the  less  mature  first  year  students.  Our  Department  is 
presently  interested  in  establishing  an  additional  affiliation  with  the  new 
school  for  social  work  at  Hunter  College.

In  addition,  the  Social  Service 
Department  has  the  entire  benefit  of  three  designated  funds  which  are 
held  in  the  custody  of  the  hospital  Accounting  Department:  the  Josephine 
Baird  Fund,  contributed  and  maintained  by  Mr.  David  G.  Baird.  the 
Social  Service  Transportation  Fund  which  was  initiated  and  is  supported 
by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Andre  Istel  and  a  newly  established  Social  Service  Relief 
Fund  which  resulted  from  a  generous  gift  of  the  Richard  Foundation. 

\^  e  wish  to  express  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  \X  alter  Scott  Foundation 
which  for  many  years  has  allocated  monies  each  month  to  our  \^  alter 
Scott  Fund,  designated  for  the  assistance  of  liat)(li(ap|)ed  children.  In 
May  1957  the  regular  monthly  check  from  the  Walter  Scott  Foundation 
was  increased  from  $150  to  $200.  VI  e  also  acknow  ledge  w  ith  warm  appre- 
ciation the  very  generous  check  received  each  year  from  the  Josephine

We  wish  il  were  possildc  lo  incnlion  cacli  friend  of  our  Department 
who  has  f;i\eii  small  gifts  which  are  as  much  appreciated  as  the  ones 
mentioned  above.  There  is  one  charming  young  housewife  who  frequently 
drops  into  our  oflice  with  cartons  of  delightful  to)s.  soft  cuddih  animals 
and  hooks  which  she  has  collected  from  ncighhorhood  stores  and  manu- 
lacturers.  There  is  a  delighltul  middle-aged  lad\  who  spends  a  great  deal 
of  her  spare  lime  dressing  hcauliful  little  dolls.  Most  of  these  are  given 
lo  the  nurse  in  charge  of  the  Recovery  Hoom  who  loves  to  give  them  to 
little  girls  recovering  from  surgery.  An  elderly  man  who  is  employed  in 
the  Shipping  Department  of  a  Fifth  Avenue  store  makes  all  sorts  of 
intriguing  and  fascinating  to\s  and  animals  from  odds  and  ends  he  finds 
at  work. 

Entertainment  and  Recreation 

The  Huth  Kirzon  Group  have  continued  this  year  to  give  their  festive 
|)arties  every  other  month  in  the  Ghildrens"  ard.  These  are  very  gay 
affairs  for  they  include  livel)  entertainment  liy  pu[)peteers  or  magicians, 
ice  cream  and  lolli|)ops  and  gifts  for  ever\ho(ly.  The  annual  Ringling 
Brothers.  Barnum  and  Bailey  Circus  at  Madison  Square  Garden  is  another 
exciting  event  for  our  children  and  so  is  the  Rodeo  performance  for 
underprivileged  children  which  comes  in  the  autumn.  The  big  events  in 
December  are  the  Union  League  Christmas  parly  which  has  been  held 
regularly  for  over  twenty-five  years,  and  the  delightful  holiday  party 
given  b)  our  loyal  friends  of  many  years,  the  Reta  Violet  Clul). 

Summer  Therapeutic  Care 

The  objective  of  summer  therapeutic  care  in  1957  was  not  to  send  large 
numbers  of  children  lo  camp  but  to  make  every  effort  lo  send  children 
that  really  needed  the  experience  for  social  reasons  and  who  would  benefit 
|)h\sically  as  well  from  a  })eriod  of  supervised  countr\  living  and  summer 
time  activities.  One  hundred  and  seventy-seven  applications  were  pro- 
cessed. 

A  total  of  one  hundred  and  fifty-eight  clinic  children  were  sent  lo 
twelve  different  camps  sponsored  by  nine  different  agencies.  The  longest 
camp  period  was  two  months  for  each  child  at  the  Southarn|)ton  P'resli 
Air  Home.  The  average  canqiing  period  in  most  camps  is  now  three  weeks. 
Our  children  enjo\ed  a  total  of  eight  liundred  and  twelve  vacation  weeks. 
Because  of  the  fine  coo|)eralion  we  had  from  the  sponsoring  agencies,  the 
cost  for  each  vacation  week  so  far  as  Hosjjital  and  .Social  Service  monies 
were  concerned  was  only  $2.62. 

Several  children  of  Hosi)ital  em|)loyees  were  sent  lo  canq).  with  the 
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parents  paying  one  half  of  tlie  camp  charges  and  the  halaiice  paid  from 
funds  of  the  Department.  Arrangements  were  made  for  the  four  young 
children  of  one  of  our  employees  to  participate  in  the  activities  of  a 
Day  Camp.  \^  e  found  the  Day  Camp  plan  very  satisfactory  and  consider- 
ably cheaper  than  full  time  camping  away  from  the  city.  For  this  reason, 
we  expect  to  use  suitable  Day  Camps  more  freely  in  the  future.  Each 
child  is  given  daytime  care  including  supervised  play  activities,  midday 
luncheon,  an  afternoon  nap.  and  general  health  su|)ervision  five  days  a 
week  during  ten  weeks  of  the  summer. 

In  addition  to  the  children  who  went  to  camp  or  who  shared  the  activi- 
ties of  a  city  Day  Camp  man)  of  our  mothers  and  children  eiijoyed  the 
daily  boat  trips  around  Manhattan  as  guests  of  St.  John's  Floating 
Hospital. 

During  the  summer  Mrs.  Hoepli.  Chairman  of  the  \^  omen's  Auxiliary 
and  the  Director  of  the  Department,  visited  Camp  Hidden  Valley  which 
is  run  by  the  Herald  Tribune  Fresh  Air  Fund  and  the  Southampton  Fresh 
Air  Home  at  Southampton.  Long  Island.  Mrs.  Hoepli  wrote  a  most 
interesting  account  of  (^amp  Hidden  Valley  located  in  Ridgefield.  Con- 
necticut which  offers  a  new  experiment  in  camping,  the  integration  of 
handicapped  and  non-handicapped  children.  Mrs.  Hoepli  s  report  was 
published  in  full  in  the  Record  and  Chronicle  and  reprints  were  requested 
b)  the  Herald  Tribune. 

1957  is  the  fifty-fifth  consecutive  year  that  the  children  from  the  Hos- 
pital for  Special  Surgery  have  been  beautifulh  cared  for  and  royally 
entertained  at  the  Southampton  Fresh  Air  Home.  The  responsibility  of 
the  Social  Service  Department  of  the  Hospital  has  been  to  select  the 
children,  ages  six  to  ten  and  to  arrange  for  health  examinations  and 
transportation. 

The  Director  and  staff  of  the  Social  Service  Department  wish  to  express 
sincerely  and  warmly  their  appreciation  of  the  assistance  given  to  their 
Department  by  Mr.  T.Gordon  Young.  Director  of  the  Hospital  for  Special 
Surgery,  and  to  Mrs.  M.  Henry  Hoepli.  (Chairman  of  the  Women's  Auxil- 
iary. Both  Mr.  Young  and  Mrs.  Hoepli  are  always  accessible,  genuinel) 
interested  and  invariably  helpful.

ENDOWED  BEDS 


A  bed  may  be  endowed  by  an  unrestricted  gift  to  the 
Society  of  not  less  than  $7,500  made  for  that  purpose,  and 
the  donor  during  his  life,  or,  if  the  gift  is  made  by  will,  the 
person  named  in  the  will  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  twenty 
years,  shall  have  the  right  to  designate  an  occupant  of  such 
bed.  When  the  gift  amounts  to  $10,000  or  more,  the  Society 
will  furnish  to  the  designated  occupant  of  such  bed  without 
charge  in  any  one  calendar  year  care  and  services,  the  cost 
of  which,  computed  at  the  Societ/s  then  scale  of  rates,  equals 
the  income  earned  by  the  Society  on  the  amount  of  such  gift, 
computed  upon  the  basis  of  the  average  rate  of  return  on  the 
Societ/s  general  funds  during  the  preceding  calendar  year. 
The  Society  will  list  all  endowed  beds  in  its  annual  report  and 
record  the  same  on  appropriate  plaques  in  the  Hospital. 


The  Society  has  always  been  greatly  aided  by  this  form 
of  generosity.  No  precise  words  are  necessary  to  a  valid 
legacy  to  the  corporation.  The  following  form,  however, 
may  be  suggested:
